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In  the  course  of  most  discussions  nowadays  concerning  the  mass  media,  especially 
modern  technological  ones  like  movies,  and  television,  and  radio,  questions  are  likely  to 
arise  about  the  public  responsibility  of  these  media.  The  opinion  that  they  need  improve- 
ment is  usually  a  safe  starting  premise,  but  there  is  less  agreement  about  such  questions 
as  "should  communications  give  the  public  what  it  wants,  or  what  it  needs?"  It  seems  to 
us  that  both  of  these  alternatives  are  wrong-headed,  and  indeed,  arrogant.  It  seems  to 
us  that  the  only  thing  we  should  try  to  "give  the  public"  is  what  we  want  to  give. 

At  first  sight,  such  a  stand  may  appear  selfish  and  egocentric.  To  people  accus- 
tomed to  thinking  in  terms  of  the  public  welfare  and  the  good  society,  it  may  seem 
downright  immoral.  But  a  moment's  reflection  will  suggest  that  the  only  genuine  com- 
munication that  ever  takes  place  results  not  from  trying  to  meet  a  demand,  however 
unselfishly,  but  simply  from  a  desire  to  say  something.  And  this  wish  to  communicate 
is  never  wholly  disinterested.  We  want  always  to  produce  an  effect,  whether  the  ef- 
fect is  to  persuade  someone  else  to  do  something,  or  whether  it  is  to  have  someone 
else  share  our  knowledge  or  our  experience.  Even  when  we  wish  to  tell  others  what  we 
believe  to  be  the  truth,  what  essentially  moves  us  is  the  wish  to  communicate  our 
discoveries,  our  views,  our  visions  to  others,  to  have  others  see  the  world  through  our 
eyes,  not  the  hope  that  the  truth  will  do  someone  else  good  or  meet  his  interests— even 
though  we  may  believe  that  the  latter  also  is  true. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  no  distinctions  can  be  made  about  an  act  of  communication. 
In  judging  the  value  of  what  we  say,  we  ought  to  consider  the  degree  of  our  belief  in 
it,  our  belief  in  its  substance  and  in  its  form.  To  calculate,  with  whatever  impartiality 
and  altruistic  intent,  that  our  statement  will  have  a  desired  effect  on  others,  though  we 
ourselves  are  bored  with  it,  or  do  not  quite  believe  it,  is  to  communicate  dishonestly. 
Honesty  is  never  entirely  impartial  or  altruistic,  and  honest  communication  carries 
its  own  bias.

BINAURAL  BROADCASTS 

Three  concerts  in  this  Folio  period  —  one  on  Dec.  14  and  two  on  Dec.  15  —  will  go  over 
the  air  binaurally.  They  will  be  broadcast  over  KPFA  (94.1  mc.)  and  KPFB  (89.3  mc), 
as  usual,  but  with  each  transmitter  fed  from  a  separate  microphone.  The  two  microphones 
are  placed  a  short  distance  apart  and  each  "hears"  a  slightly  different  version  of  the  concert, 
just  as  the  listener's  ears  would,  if  he  were  present.  It  is  this  minute  but  significant  difference 
which  enables  him  to  perceive  depth  and  direction.  In  order  to  reproduce  this  effect  in  the 
home,  it  is  necessary  to  have  on  hand  tivo  FM  receivers,  one  tuned  to  KPFA,  the  other  to 
KPFB.  Some  listeners  might  be  able  to  pool  their  resources  to  mutual  advantage  for  these 
concerts.  The  effect  can  only  be  obtained  in  locations  where  both  of  our  transmitters  can  be 
received  well.  This  is  true  in  a  large  part  of  the  Bay  Area.  But  the  experiment  should  not  be 
undertaken  in  the  multi-path  area  of  KPFA,  such  as  a  portion  of  the  Berkeley  Hills,  or  in 
the  fringe  area  of  KPFB.  The  speakers  should  be  placed  in  adjacent  corners  of  the  listening 
room,  with  the  KPFA  signal  coming  from  one  on  the  right.  For  lovers  of  realism  in  musical 
reproduction,  the  binaural  concerts  should  be  a  rewarding  experience  and  well  worth  the 
extra  trouble  involved  in  getting  together  twice  the  ordinary  amount  of  hi-fi  clutter.  Inci- 
dentally, in  this  binaural  business,  nothing  beats  a  pair  of  earphones  of  good  quality, 
properly  connected,  for  the  ultimate  in  "presence".

Bernhard  Abramowitsch's  Beethoven  sonata  recital  on  Thursday,  Dec.  15,  at  8:15  will 
also  be  broadcast  binaurally.  Those  who  have  been  listening  to  the  whole  series  should  note 
that  Mr.  Abramowitsch  is  playing  this  time  on  Thursday,  instead  of  the  usual  Friday  evening. 
The  sonatas  performed  will  be  the  Op.  90  in  E  minor,  and  the  Op.  22,  in  B[j.  The  third  bi- 
naural concert,  also  on  Thursday,  Dec.  15,  at  9:30,  will  be  the  University  of  California's  Noon 
Concert,  recorded  binaurally  earlier  in  the  day,  at  Dwindle  Hall.  The  performers  will  be 
Ruth  Piette,  soprano,  Elizabeth  Davidson,  piano,  and  a  madrigal  group  from  the  U.  C.  Glee 
Club.
